SETTLEMENTS; FOREST EXPLOITATION AND DESTRUCTION, 
PARTICULARLY IN KALIMANTAN AND SUMATRA; WILDLIFE AND 
CONSERVATION ISSUES; FISHERIES DEVELOPMENT, BOTH MARINE 
AND FRESH WATER; POLLUTION FROM OFFSHORE OIL PRODUCTION; 
AND THE GENERAL FOOD PROBLEM, PARTICULARLY THE RELATION- 
SHIP BETWEEN THE "GREEN REVOLUTION" TYPES OF RICE, NEED 
FOR PESTICIDES AND FERTILIZERS, AND DISTRIBUTION OF PEOPLE. 

2. APPOINTMENTS WITH CENTRAL GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS IN 
CHARGE OF THE MINISTRIES CONCERNED WITH ENVIRONMENT AND 
POPULATION WOULD BE USEFUL. SUGGEST CONTROL OFFICER CON- 
TACT JOHN BLOWER, WILDLIFE ADVISOR C/O UNDP, P.O. BOX 2338, 
JAKARTA, FOR HIS ADVICE ON CURRENT GOVERNMENT AND NON- 
GOVERNMENT CONTACTS IN WILDLIFE AND CONSERVATION AREAS. 

DR. TALBOT, WHO IS WELL KNOWN IN SCIENTIFIC AND CONSERVATION 
CIRCLES IN INDONESIA, IS IN CONTACT WITH BLOWER AND WOULD 

APPRECIATE COORDINATION WITH HIM ON THIS ASPECT OF THE 
SCHEDULE. HE COULD BE MOST HELPFUL IN HELPING TO ARRANGE 
POSSIBLE FIELD TRIPS TO UDJUNG KULON, TO BOGOR, TO THE 
PULAO DUA BIRD SANCTUARY AND/OR TO TJIBODAS. THE CONTROL 
OFFICER MAY CONSULT HIM IN BALANCING THE FIELD ASPECTS OF 
THE VISIT WITHIN THE TIME CONSTRAINTS OF THE APPOINTMENT 
SCHEDULE AS IT EVOLVES. 

3. POPULATION ASPECTS OF THE VISIT SHOULD BE COORDINATED 
WITH THE USAID MISSION DIRECTOR AND SHOULD IF AT ALL POS- 
SIBLE INCLUDE A MEETING WITH THE PERSON RESPONSIBLE FOR 
THE POPULATION PROGRAM IN BALI ON THE AFTERNOON OF SUNDAY, 
JANUARY 25. AID/PHA/POP WASHINGTON WILL BE SUBMITTING 
SUGGESTIONS SEPTEL. THE TIME BLOCK SUGGESTED FOR THIS 
ASPECT WOULD BE THE AFTERNOON OF JANUARY 22. 

4. OTHER APPOINTMENTS WHICH WOULD BE USEFUL WOULD IN- 
CLUDE: DR. SUMITRO, MINISTER FOR RESEARCH, KNOWN FOR HIS 
ENVIRONMENTAL CONCERN IN THE CABINET. ALSO HIS SPECIAL 
ASSISTANT, DR. BILLY JODONO. OFFICIALS OF LIPI (INDO- 
NESIAN INSTITUTE OF SCIENCES) INCLUDING DR. DIDIN 
SASTRAPRADJA, SECRETARY OF LIPI, DR. JOHN KATILI, DEPUTY 
CHAIRMAN FOR SCIENCE, AND RIO RACHWARTONO, SCIENCE POLICY 
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COORDINATOR. DR. WAHJUDI WISAKSONO, CHAIRMAN, STUDY 
GROUP OF POLLUTION AND HEAD, INFORMATION DIVISION ON PETRO- 
LEUM SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY, LEMIGAS (DIVISION OF PERTAMINA, 
THE OIL AND GAS RESEARCH INSTITUTE). PROFESSOR THOYIB 
HADIWIDJAJA, MINISTER OF AGRICULTURE. AT BOGOR, KARJYA

FORESTRY OFFICIALS SHOULD BE SEEN. IT MAY BE USEFUL TO 
HAVE THE CHAIRMAN CALL AT L.I.P.I. HEADQUARTERS NEAR THE 
EMBASSY AND THEN DRIVE TO BOGOR ON THE AFTERNOON OF 
FRIDAY, JANUARY 23. ONE LAST IMPORTANT CONTACT POSSIBILITY 
WOULD BE PROFESSOR OTTO SUMARWOTO, FORMER DIRECTOR OF 
NATIONAL BIOLOGICAL INSTITUTE, BOGOR, NOW AT BANDUNG UNI- 
VERSITY. THE LATTER SHOULD NOT BE REQUESTED TO TRAVEL TO 
JAKARTA BUT IF HE IS VISITING THE CAPITAL DURING THE PETER- 
SON/TALBOT VISIT, THEY WOULD LIKE TO SEE HIM. IT IS 
RECOGNIZED THAT ALL OF THE ABOVE MAY NOT BE AVAILABLE TO 
FIT INTO-A CROWDED SCHEDULE, BUT BECAUSE OF THF.IR POSITIONS 
AND THE ASSOCIATIONS WITH DR. TALBOT AND THE PURPOSES OF 
THIS VISIT, IT IS USEFUL TO ADVISE THEM OF THE POSSIBILITY 
AND WHERE POSSIBLE TO INCLUDE THEM. 

5. REQUEST EMBASSY AND CONSULATE SURABAYA CONFIRM 
TRAVEL RESERVATIONS AND CONSULATE BOOK TWO SINGLES AT 
DENPASAR OR ELSEWHERE AS THEY SUGGEST FOR BALI VISIT. 
PLEASE ADVISE SUGGESTIONS AND TALKING POINTS FOR OFFICIAL
